St. Petersburg now practically con-

fected slowly, but in an orderly manner. 
Tho two armies are merely keeping in 
touch with each other, no fighting 
of. 


consequence being reported. Rain con- 
tinues to fall at the theater of war and 
the roads are said to be almost impassa- 


ble. 


Official figures from Tokio which place 


tho Japanese losses during all the en- 
gagements which constituted the battle 
of Liaoyang at 17,50.0, make necessary 
a big reduction of tho reported casualties 
Of the great battle.

mrtment. It was said at the state de- 
•mrtment that it • was the duty;' un'der 
he president's proclamation of neutral-, 
ty, for the treasury officials there)—the' 
olleetor of customs arid surveyor of the 
oort—-and tho United States district ai- 
orney in San Francisco to take any ac- 
ion necessary in this matter. In other 
vords the case is purely internal as. it 
tands, though it may become external 
at any moment and thus require action 
>y the state department in the event 
hat any other nation, Japan for in- 
tance, officially calls attention to the. 
Lena's presence in San Francisco harbor. 


NO DISTINCTION SHOWN. 


It is said a.t the state department that 


n international law there is .no differ- 
nce recognized between a transport and 
a battleship, though there seemed to be 
on intimation conveyed in the San Fran- 
Isco dispatches' that the'captain of the- 
lussian ship thought otherwise and was 
lisposed to claim exemption from rules 
if war applying to naval ships. • 


That being the case, it is probable 


that the government here will follow 
closely the course pursued by Germany, 
iVance and China in cases where Russian 
naval vessels sought shelter in their har- 
>ors. The first thing to bo done is to 
ind out the exact condition of the Lena 
md whether or not there actually ex- 
sts ne«d for repairs.

government would recognize the. 


fact that they aro absolutely closed by 
blockade to-tht- Lena-and thus sanction 
:he departure of a ship for Russia' 
louthward by way or the weat coast of 
south America, Cape Horn and the At- 
lantic ocean. 


In the event that repairs ore found 


to be actually necessary the time allow- 
ed for them will be fixed by our govern- 
ment experts and when they are com- 
pleted, .though it is understood that they 
must not proceed beyond a point just 
sufficient to make the vessel seaworthy; 
she will be allowed to depart for Russia 
if she takes coal in San Francisco or 
whence she pleases if she goes out under 
her own coal supply. 


WILL PROBARLY .REMAIN. 


It is believed at the uavy department 


that the conditions will not be allowed 
to shape themselves so that the Lena 
can go out of Son Franciaco harbor to 
prey on American commerce even though 
this is carried in Japanese bottoms. In 
fact the impression prevails that the 
Lena will be tied up at San. Francisco 
until the end of the war, the crew re 
maining aboard if the Japanese govern 
mcnt does not object,'and this is not 
likely in view of the-precedent" establish- 
ed yesterday in tho case of the Askold 
or they will be, comfortably quartered 
at the training station on Yerba Buena 
island in the middle of the harbor.

timonials, because they tend to distract 
attention from 'our legitimate work if 
they prove successful, and engender sus- 
picion, bitterness, and alienation if they 
end in disaster. 


The committee on temperance in part, 


reported as follows: "Let death to the 
liquor traffic be our war cry. The total 
abstinence cwnpaign must be fought and 
won before- we can make a successful on- 
slaught upon the saloon.- The liquor 
traffic can not be legalized without sin." 


The committee on education presented

Chicago Allied Trades Council 


Unanimous in Decision to 


End Trouble. 


BUTCHERS TO RETURN 


TO WORK TOMORROW 


Livestock handlers Will be Asked to 


Come Hack as Individuals— 


None Given Employment

HELPED TO SLAY MINERS 


Coloradoan Owns to Placing 


Dynamite and Wires. 


Gives tomes of Others Implicated lu 


Plot Which Killed fifteen Non- 


Unionists Last June. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 0.—The 
fifty-nine 


days' strike of butchers and allied trades 
at the stock yards is off. 


Vice President Smith of the meat cut- 


ters' and butchers' union, said the vote 
of tho conference board of the allied 
trades council to bring the trouble to an 
end was unanimous. 


President Donnelly has telegraphed 


this direction to all tho cities where 
workmen have been on strike. 


Tho conference board of the allied 


trades louncil officially announced that 
•the str%e was at au end. It then ad- 
journed, \ but met immediately and re- 
organized, the representatives 
of 
the 


butcher workmen not being included in 
the new board. The board now consists 
of representatives of the commercial 
trades unions and a proposition is to be 
made to the packers that the members 
of these unions be token back as union- 
ists or not at all. The butchers decided 
to return to work Saturday morning. 


APPLY FOR OLD POSITIONS. 


Over six hundred live stock handlers, 


•who went out on a strike, appeared at 
tho office of Manager Skinner of the 
Union Stock Yards and Transit corn- 
pan}', today, to apply for their old posi- 
tions. He had previously announced 
that ha would employ all the old men 
needed. Members of other unions were 
not so much in evidence, when work was 
begun at the packing 
houses today. 


Most of tho men did not know that the 
atriko ivas off. President Donnelly has 
received a telegram from tho last mem- 
ber oi the international executive board 
of the butchers, giving 
permission to 


call off tho strike. 


None of tho stock handlers were tak- 


en back, being informed that they would 
be sent for when needed. It is under- 
stood that before going to work they 
•will bo required to sign an agreement 
sotting forth that they return as indi- 
viduals and not as an organization. 


Business Agent Golden of the team- 


sters, said that tho teamsters will go 
bock to work as an organization or not 
at all. 


DECLARES IT A VICTORY.

James Tracey, secretary of the allied 
trades conference board: 


"Tho utriko was one of the most re-

000 men and women were involved. It 
proves that labor organizations are law 
abiding bodies and their members are 
engaged in a peaceful effort-to uplift 
tho masses. It is remarkable • for the 
iact which is even attested by the police 
that our ranks were practically unbrok 
en in spite of most adverse conditions 
It is remarkable because it was a figh; 
against some of the largest corporations 
in the world in behalf of unskilled work 
ers. The self-sacri Gee and heroism o 
the struggle has never been told, proba 
bly never will. Like all strikes it end 
cd in a victory for the workers because 
rather than risk such a struggle the em 
ployers will be ready to treat with th( 
unions in the future on an equitable 
basis. Every union will retain its soli 
darity and will come out of this struggle 
stronger than ever."

MtKiSTERS PAID IN TOBACCO. 
; 


Clergymen Not Liberally Compensat- 


ed Befor* the Revolution. 


Before the revolution ministers ol 


the Anglican church in those Ameri- 
can colonies where the church was 
established by law- were remunerat- 
ed "in kind" Instead of in money. 
Maryland gave an Incumbent forty 
pounds of tobacco . a year for every 
tithe-payer 
in the parish, whether 


churchman or dissenter, white or col- 
ored. These terms were handsome 
enough to secure the pick of the cler- 
ical market. la Virginia the stipends 
represented a. fixed and 
unvarying 


quantity, .by weight, of the manufac- 
tured leaf. These stipends were rath- 
er beggarly in quantity. In a, bad 
year even ths "sweet-scented par- 
ishes," where the minister's salary 
was calculated on a high-priced and 
exceptionally fragrant tobacco, yield- 
ed only about *500 a year. The par- 
ishioners sometimes refused to induct 
a clergyman unless he would consent 
to take one salary for serving- two 
parishes. In 1758, when the price, of 
tobacco had greatly risen, the house 
of burgesses passed a law. fixing the 
cash equivalent of debts payable In 
tobacco at one-third their true value, 
thus wiping out two-thirds of the In- 
comes of ministers. Patrick Henry 
made his first fame In defending this 
law when a test .case was brought la 
behalf of the Injured clergymen. •
